DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 62-65 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art (McDowell et al US Pub# 2003/0064732 A1) teaches 
regulating power based on proximity to a user. 

On other hand the present application, teaches setting first transmit power level 
and detecting the cell phone is on speaker mode then automatically switch to second 
transmit power level during the communication.
